place them at ſome little Dillance of Time; the Period of 
paying for them being prolonged to a ſtill greater Diſtance. 1 
In the ſame Manner it often happens, that the Expence of 
Services Abroad, though incurred in the Year, is not actually 
paid by the falling Due of the Bills in England till the Year 
after. It appears from a Paper laid betore Parliament in 
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1794, ſpecifying the Manner of appropriating the Sums voted 
for Ordnance Uſe, that of the Sums which had been voted 
for Stores, there was in that Year about £.200,000 unex- 
pended; and that in all about . 600,000 which had been 


the Balance due to the Ord-

In liking to the Commencement and progreſlive 
Growth of this Fund, it is material to remark, that 
the Number of Offices to fall in is between Sixty and 
| Seventy, whereof between Thirty and Forty are not 
liable to be affected by the reverſionary Grants, and are 
under the Patronage of other Offices, whoſe Tenure 15 
not for Life: And although ſome may have been includ- 
ed in the preceding Enumeration, which upon further In. 
veſtigation 1 it may bet hought more expedient to preſerve, 
yet there is great Probability that others may have been 


N omitted, which are ſubſtantially within the Deſcription 
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in the whole, and eſpecially ſuch as are holden by ſeveral 


' Perſons conjointly, whereof one becomes virtually the 
Deputy to the others, who render no Service whatever 
for the Emoluments which they receive. 


Beſides theſe, there are ſome Offices in the Ecclefi- 
aſtical Courts, and in the High Court of Admiralty, of 
the ſame Deſcription, which Your Committee reſerve 
for Notice in another Point of View : But they have 
purpoſely forborne to include in the preceding Enumer- 


ation the Two Chief Juſticeſhips in Eyre, conceiving, 


that for the Reaſons ſimilar to thoſe which They have 
aſſigned upon a former Occaſion *, it may, perhaps, be

High Rank and Truſt in the Courts of Law or Equity, 
which may now be deemed to have an inadequate Pro- 
viſion, ſhould receive ſome Augmentation to their Ap- 
pointments ; and this Fund would furniſh the Means of 
accompliſhing it, without any additional Charge upon 
the Public, though perhaps leſs ſpeedily i in its Beginnings 

than ſuch an immediate Claim may be thought to re- 
gquire. The Language of Parliament, in the ſcvera! 
Statutes for augmenting the Salaries of the Lord Chief 
Baron of the Excliequer, and the Puiſne Judges of the 
ſeveral Courts of Weſtminſter Hall, expreilly c declares 
the Propriety of eſtabliſhing ſome ſpecific Fund for thi 
Object; although the caly particular Fund created tor 
1t has been long fince conlolidated with the Reſt of the 
Public Revenue. And Your Committee, in Confirma- 
tion of the Propriety of ſuch a Meaſure, beg leave to 
remark, that about Thirty Years ago an Augmentation | 
was made by Parliament to the Salaries of the Maſters

Office concerned in the Revenue of the Crown, and in the Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice, and not the private Office of the Remembrancer. During the 
Exiſtence of the Military Tenures, the Buſineſs of the Office was very 
_ conſiderable; but by the Abolition of thoſe Tenures more than Half of the 
_ Buſineſs was annihilated, and it followed of Courſe that the Number of Sworn 
_ Clerks became diminiſhed, but their Number has continued the ſame as it 
mow is for about a Century paſt, and, as is humbly contended, cannot be 
altered without the Sanction of the Court of Exchequer ; and they beg 
Leave to remark, in Support of this Opinion, that upon a late Attempt of 
the Remembrancer to increaſe the Number, the Court was pleaſed to direct, 
that no ſuch Alteration ſhould be made without their Authority, and it was 
thereupon abandoned by the Remembrancer. The Remembrancer and the 
Two Secondaries receive very antient Salaries from his Majeſty, and they 
and the Sworn Clerks receive antient Fees proportionate to the reſpective 
Duties of the Remembrancer and the Sworn Clerks (which are perfectly 
_ diſtin& from each other) from the public Accountants and Suitors of the 
Court. The. Remembrancer is acknowledged to be the Superior, or as he 
is ſtiled, the Maſter of the Office, a Name very uſually given to Heads of 
Colleges and other Public Inſtitutions, as was the Name of Clerk:to various 
Officers in the Courts of Juſtice, to the Remembrancer, who was formerly 
ſtiled Clerk of the Remembrance, and (as is well known) to other Officers 
The Secondaries and other Sworn Clerks in the ſame Office (who alſo 
act as Attornies there for Suitors, and are fo named im the Pleadings en- 
tered of Record) as well as the Remembrancer, have Freeholds in their 
Offices, are each and every of them Officers of the Court of F.xchequer, 
are alike bound by its Orders, and have an equal Claim to its Protection. 
The Inquiries of the Committee do not, as the Secondaries and other Sworn
